great deal: inflation, memployment and the 
future of the American standard of living. 
Productivity In this country has doubled 
since the end of World War Τὶ (and qua- 
drupled since the end of World War I). It 
15 simply the statistical measure of the aver- 
age American's ability to earn much more, 
with fewer hours’ work, than his parents 
could. Productivity means output per man- 
hour, with the effects of inflation stripped 
out of it. The recent quarterly figures look 
pretty good, as they always do during the 
recoveries from recessions. But if you 
smooth the bumps and jolts out of the graph, 
you will find that in the United States (un- 
like Europe or Japan) the growth of produc~- 
tivity has been slackening steadily for ‘two 
decades. In the early 1950s it grew at a rate 
of well over 3 per cent a year. The rate 


now is hardly 1 per cent a year. It means- 


that, for the indefinite future, Americans’ 
real earning power is apparently going to 
rise more slowly than in any sustain 
period since the Depression. 5
